Capitalism Must Reform 
Methods To Meet Challenge . 
Of Communism 

RESTRAIN PROFITS 



Production Maintained At 
High Rate By Exploitation 
Of Natural Resources 

An estimate of the Russian Five 
Year Plan and a defence of capltal- 
rti provided t subjects of lengthy 
discussion at the House of Commons 
Club, when it met ' at the home of 
Professor Adair last night. Alma 
Howard gave the first paper, des- 
cribing the "Project which is to 
bring about organized industrial dev- 
elopment and planned economy over 
an area which forms one-sixth of 
tho land surface of tho earth." 

The second paper, oh "Capitalism," 
was read by Betty Dike, who point- 
ed out that capitalism would , admit 
of much reform, that "every year 

Intelligent capitalism sees that It 

.... 

must set itself in every way to servo 
the common Interests; labour must 
be taken more Into parncrship; ex- 
cessive profits must be restrained; 
but capitalism Is not so ■ rigid as to 
prohibit reform." 

Estimate Cartful, 
"When we know that the. tidy .sum 
of .33 billion dollars is' the —*•••- 
amount of capital being in 
the development of the Five Year 
Plan," said Alma Howard, "we" real- 
ize that this project which is . being 
undertaken - by the Soviet Govern- 
ment in.no mere .haphazard estimate' 
of what is likely to happen In Russia 
during the next five years, but Is. 
the deliberate avowal of -what' Rus- 
sia plans to do in that time towards 
the building of her economic struc- 
ture. The plan was worked out on 
a scientific basis by men who knew 
the resources of the country, and 
tho % condition of . industry ' at- . the 
.time."-. ■• :-•>;-•- (-.T.- --. --- 

That production has increased 
enormously since the Five Year Plan 
went Into action in October, 1928, 
was shown by figures, — a 24% in- 
crease in 1929 over the previous 
year, . as:, compared with a 4% in- 
crease in the United States, of Amer- 
ica.... *:Tho vast natural resources of 
the. country will be exploited to a 
high degree of productivity in order 
to- supply , raw material for homo in-i 
dustrios and. enough also for export 
to 'cover the cost of Imported mach- 
inery." . . - 

For- Bttter Condition!. 

"The profit motive finds :no place 
in the communistic world which is 
carying out Its Five Year Plan, to- 
day," continued tho speaker. "The 
whole . point and purposo of the plan 
Is that, it is going to bring to tho 
peoplô or Russia better living con- 
ditions, better wages, more amuse-

I TNLESS a thing is brought forcibly upon

5NTLY the intellectual has been the 
of a volley of "reproaches. He has 
ied, villified, and 
of antagonism to him followed the war 
mania, since mob suspicion was sure to 
ct in him the menacing red streak of 
revolutionary. Conditions have little 
id within the past few years, and the 
;tual is stfll an object either of bene- 
lt contempt or downright hostility. 

But what is this peculiar sort of a 
ire we- dub an intellectual? Is he the 
l-eyed malcontent and mystic rebel so 
"jteningly pictured by the yellow press 
o cruelty painful enough to 
lim? Or is he the weak-willed 
blind enthusiast, striving after butterfly 
creations of his imagination. Indeed, there 
are some who are all that and perhaps the 
'■' world is right in denouncing them 

it far more numerous and important 
î groups of intellectuals who see in 
in life more than the primitive 
p rudimentary elements of food getting, self 
preserving, and replenishing the earth. 
They view life as capable of being moulded 
to the will of men and fashioned to their 
ideas and ideals. They find in life mystic 
; interests and subtle values unconceived by 
the man of the street. They regard culture 
as the highest achievement of the human 
heart. * 

The true intellectual, is one who, silently 
working in hia mental laboratory, plans 
and thinks, and hopes to add his atom 
strength and knowledge to the compound 
wisdom of the ages. He alone keeps alive 
the fires on the hearthstones of art 
literature, and philosophy. He alone has the 
power and vision to guide and predict. 

Against such types the world can least 
afford to bear ill-will. The tragedy lies 
the poverty of their numbers rather than 
in the peculiarities of their manner 
teaching. Our country has yet to learn 
put a premium on its intellectuals and 
thereby give impetus to those forces that 
make for a higher American life 




"THE PIONEER FRINGE" by Isaiah Bowman. 
The American Geographical Society. Special 
Publication No. 13. 

"The whole of America la a land of pioneer- 
ing tradition". Herein lies the reason for the de- 
tailed analysis "of thé pioneer problems to which 
this volume Is but an Introduction. The thesis la 
set forth that the day of the pioneer is not' yot 
over; that the type of life which so many think 
of as a thing of tho past, still remains as a very 

rr::-, 

places a fringe of settlement. Idealism and In- 
ventiveness of the democratic frontier, while de- 
creasing In Importance, Is still a ruling factor In 
our national life. Into eight distinct regions over 
the globe, the flow of pioneer humanity Is now ad- 
vancing. Each region seems to retain, in the minds 
of the ;icw settlers tho same old lure which was 
so prevalent In the time of tho covered wagon and 
the Buffalo Trail. 

• The author points out, by way of staling tho 
problem, that settlement of the past has been left 
almost entirely to tho blind driving force of tho 
pioneer Instinct." Frontier development has al- 
ways proceeded one step ahead of science. In fu- 
ture, duo to the fact that tho poorer lands aro the 
ones which now remain to be exploited and that 
greater skill and larger Initial capital are neces- 
sary, there must be moro definite and moro scien- 
tific; research before the newer areas are thrown 
opén for agricultural development. Tho goal Is a 
plan of settlement. Without this there is bound to 
bo costly investment in money and humàn life 
which will, as In many cases in tho past, bo pro- 
ductive of no adequate return. The frontier must 
always be one of backward social, educational and 
medical facilities and the Individual pioneer and 
Mb family will be sacrificed under such conditions 
unless more adequate provision- is made In the fu- 
turo for hip welfare; something which can only bo 
accomplished by controlled autosldation and ef- 
ficient administration by the centre of dominance 
of the fringe region. '

Upton Sinclair And 
The Nobel Prize 



Upton Sinclair is being presented as** candi- 
date for. the forthcoming Nobel Prize in literature. 
For this purpose a committee was formod wn'ich 
Includes among Its members John Dewey, Albert 
Einstein, Harold Laskl, Bertrand Ttusseil.'^WlllianV 
McDougall and F. C. S. Schiller. The signatures 
endorsing the candidature dumber over seven 
hundred and come from all points. of tho globe; 
Algiers and Bulgaria, Japan and Uruguay. It is a 
cheering sight to observe , the only recently obsta- 
cteed Sinclair, who had to build his own printing 
press to be able to publish his .books refused by 
' ers on account of their author's views, 
flanked by sevora^ hundred acadamiclans, who 
consider his literary work worthy of tho highest 
praise. Popular Upton Sinclair ha8 been, if not 
in his own country then in all countries of Europe 
and the civilized East, His name is known and 
mispronounced , by workers in all countries. Nobody 
can deny too that he has been motivated by tho 
finest feelings for humanity in producing his 
work. Sometimes indeed his convictions lead him 
to overstatements and he overemphasizes certain 
aspects but this Is only due to his conviction that 
his view of society is right and that he is batUIng 
for Justice. All these qualities are admirablo but 
whether, combined in a novel, they produce greai 
literature is a pertinent question. In most of Sin- 
clair's books the motif swallows the individual 
characters, the social question obscures situations. 
They are powerful but like all Tendenz novels they 
tend ' 
aro 

Pilgrimage" shows most, of Sinclair's weaknesses 
and none of his prophetic verve for social justice, 

The terms of the Nobel -bequest provide that 
the award shall be made "to one who has produced 
in the field of literature the most distinguished 
•work of an Idealistic tendency". Upton Sinclair does 
come within that classification, his works having 
a decided Idealistic tendency. But they are not 
the most distinguished in that field. Maxim Gorky 
has done far better work from tho point of view of 
literature, proper and certainly they do not suffer 
in idealism. He Is one of tho really significant 
figures in the present literary world. The figures 
in his books breathe by'virtue of their own vitality 
not only because they take part in a social 
struggle. It is doubtful whether thé Nobel com 
mlttee would consider Gorky in view of the fact 
that he is an adherent of the Soviet but It is also 
improbable that Upton Sinclair will be the next 
recipient of the prize -because the, awards seem 
to -go by countries rather, than individuals, and 
Lewis, got in "ahead.

I read with a great deal of Interest and admir 
atlon the article written by your oompatologiet in 
Tuesday's Daily, in which he has so Ingeniously 
proved the two sides of a triangle equal to the third 
and that time ls a nonenlty. 

So enthused have . I become over oompatology, 
that I have already done; some research work to 
aid in the progress of this embryonic science. 

The great Importance of my labour is unques- 
tionable when I tell 'you that Î have found that tho 
use of pi In calculating the circumference of a circle 
Is now dispensable, for the diameter of the clrclo 
is equal to the circumference. 
Tho gollowlng is my proof: — 
Draw a circle Now,' according to Euclid, you 
will, agree, .that the circumference of -this ■ oircle 
equals 2 x pi x R. Now wlthin this circle 'draw two 
circles touching at the controe«nd having a dla 
meter equal to the radius of' the mother circle. The 
circumference of either of theso daughter circles 
2 x pi 0/4B) or pi x R. Therefore the sum of 
circumferences of both these small circles is éqtjàl 
to 2 x pi x It o'r' the circumference of tho larger. 
Similarly, if circles be drawn in these smaller 
circles in the same manner, their' circumferences 
can bo shown to bo together" pq ual t0 that, of tjîe 
-original circle. The greater; the number bf ielrcji* 
you draw tho more infitoslmilfiwin they become 
until in 'the ultimate "'stage they ly fvill vanish into 
dots, tho sum of which will be equal to the dla 
meter. But thé sum of the. circumferences pt these 
points is equal to that of the original olrclfe. There- 
fore, equals equalling equals, thé diameter is equal 
to the circumference. 

The greater advantage of this discovery is that 
If^you Were given a circle and asked to find its 
diameter without drawing a line through * the' 
centre, you could always take a piece of string and 
-apply it to the figure until It is congruent with the 
circumference. Then, on measuring the length of 
string required, you will have the" diameter of the 
circle. 

Another, useful application of this I» In dis 
proving the theory in physics that a drop" of oil al 
ways tends to assume a spherical shape because 

a sphere has the smallest surface possible for anr

given volume. By means of this new bompatological 
discovery it can be proved that the flat surfaoe of 
a circle having the same radius as the sphere is 
equal to that of the sphere.

Now, if we could get around 
the world to cross It In the same 
direction onco more, without losing 
any time, we could save another 21 
hours. This may bo accomplished by 
allowing the circle around the globe 
to tend to zero, which It will do If we 
push It towards the North or South 
Pole. In this way, we can run around 
the circle by standing still and save 
any amount of time. 

For the sake of simplicity let us use 
the amount of ten hours. Also, let us 
not go to the North Pole and say wc 
did. We then have the quantity of 
minus ten hours. Add this minus 
quantity to the time it takes to obtain 
possession of a well-occupied board- 
ing house bath on Saturday night and 
the result, in units of time, is zero. 
There Is the time concept of the 
Oompah. (Erratum: for "well-occupied 
boarding house bath" read "bath of a 
well-obcupled boarding house"). As 
with the "space" Oompah, it must be 
remembered that this is not the 
ordinary mathematical zero, which 
isn't equal to anything at all; but the 
Oompatologlcal "time" zero, which 
may be equal to anything, including 
Marquette 9177, where the flies go in 
the winter, and the amusement tax. 

The result of this discovery may be 
revolutionary. It Ib bound to give 
mathematicians totally different ideas 
of time, amongst which will be that 
time' doesn't mean anything.
